A rush of dog poisoning 
with a number of family 
pets being killed has been 
reported

the Hamlin 
Police Department. Chief 
Bryan 
Wasson 
issued 
a 
warning to those guilty of 
such a crime of penalties 
involved if caught. 


Ile said that 
the law 
refers to setting out 
or 
depositing poison and lf 
an anima! that is killed 
has a value of over $50 the 
penalty is 2 to IO years. 
If the value of the ani­ 
mal is under $50 the pen- 
alty is not to exceed two 
years and not to exceed 


$500 fine or imprisonment 
without 
fine. The maxi­ 
mum penalty in this case 
would be two years Im­ 
prisonment 
and a $500 
fine. 
Chief Wasson urged all 
Hamlin citizens to please 
let his department know 
immediately if they have 
an animal poisoned. 
He 
said that the only possible 
way to stop this dangerous 
crime is to get on the case 
as early as possible. 
He also warned anyone 
guilty of such action of the 
dangerous i»ON«ibllity of a 
small child 
getting the 
poison.
